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To wipe out hog cholera in Flor- 
ida we're going to need the co-op- 
‘eration of every hog owner, includ- 
ing those who keep only a few 
head. 

Our Florida Hog Cholera Eradi- 
cation committee has spent a lot 
of time and effort in the past two 
-years preparing for an_all-out pro- 
gram to wipe out this costly swine 
disease within our state. 

When Congress appropriates 
money to start a nationwide eradi- 
cation program (action is expected 
soon), and the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture decides) how the 
funds shall be used in co-operating 
with state programs, we expect to 
be ready to get our Florida -pro- 
gram underway. 

Intensive education among our 
hog farmers, and extensive vac- 


cination of pigs to protect them 


against the disease, are two im- 
portant procedures which the state 
committee has proposed. 

In the latest monthly report of 
new cholera outbreaks in the 
state, I found an item that gave 
me some concern. After I inquired 
into the details, I'm convinced. the 
educational part of our forthcom- 
ing program is going to be a big 
task—and a vitally important one. 

The item referred to concerned 
a Polk county herd of 100 hogs. 


. The local veterinarian had report- 


ed 60 of the animals were ill with 
cholera. The final outcome ` was 
that the owner lost the entire herd. 
‘The reason: he had introduced un- 
‘vaccinated pigs-to. his premises 
and failed to"have them vaccinated 
after he bought them. - This, in 
Spite of the fact that he had had 
‘his herd wiped: out by cholera 
about two years previously and, 
ignoring urgent warnings ‘by the 
Veterinarian, had continued to use 


“the same premises for more unvac- 


cinated animals.

“I did my level best to convince 
him he was just throwing money 
away if he didn’t have-his pigs pro- 
tected by vaccination,” the veter- 
inarian said. “But he, and a lot

Winding up his remarks after I 
had discussed his problem, he add- 
ed: “But it isn’t just the hog own- 
ers who neglect to protect their 
animals. I find the same attitude 
many times among cattle owners 
{they just don’t want to be both- 
ered with vaccination to protect 
their animals against  brucelfosis 
(Bangs' disease) so they cgntinue 
to lose calves.”

state committee, which includes 
representatives from all segments 
of the swine industry plus Exten- 
sion Servvice, universities, experi- 
ment stations and State afd Fed-+ 
eral livestock regulatory officials, 
has laid the ground work for an 
intensive effort.

Also, it is planned to promote 
the widest possible vaccination of 
hogs on a purely voluntary basis 
for the first six months ‘after of- 
ficiat start of the eradication pro- 
gram. After that, however, vacci- 
nation wil] be mandatory. 

After the first six months, no 
hogs may be moved in Florida from. 
farm to farm or‘through stock- 
+ yards and livestock markets back 
to farms unless they have been 
vaccinated against- cholera at least 
21 days prior to. movement. Also, 
any hogs passing throygh ‘stock- 
yards and livestock markets which 
have not been vaccinated against 
cholera at least 21 dgys prior 
thereto may be sold -“only for 
slaughter. 


The problem of what to do about 
wild hogs has been considered by 
the state committee. Here's the 
answer: Once vaccination of all! 
domestic hogs has been accomp- 
lished, jand every farmer vacci- 
nates all of his pigs as they come 
along each year, we can let thè 
wild hogs take care of themselves. 
All properly vaccinated pigs will 
be protected so, if any pockets of 
‘infection exist among wild hogs, 
they ase due to disappear as the 
animals die off.-Cholera is a dead- 
nie killer. mos cure is known.

Cane Harvest Will 
Bring Problems — 


A fast growing sugar industry 
in ‘the Everglades is, causing of- 
ficials in the western part of Palm 
Beach County to anticipate a 
severe traffic problem. Cause of 
the traffic problem, according to 
Glades officials, will be the huge 
trucks to be used in hauling cane 
to the mills—an operation expect- 
ed to get underway early in No- 
vember. 

Fully aware of the situation is 
County Commissioner Paul Rar- 
din, Canal Point, who told a dele- 
gation of Belle Glade . officials 
Monday, that every, effort will be 
made to bring about methods of 
smoothing out the expected traffic 
snarl. 

He said the county- has already 
completed Duda Road extension 
and the state is rebuilding Vinegar 


Bend and Okeelanta roads to help’ 


carry the expected traffic. In ad 
dition, Rardin told the delegation, 
recent conferences with state of- 
ficials, have promise of bringing 
needed right-of-way for Sugar 
House Road which will open an 
entirely new route from field to 
mill and will take a large amount 
of traffice off Airport Road. ; 
The delegation told the commis- 
sion that the sugar cane harvest 
would bring large numbers of 
trucks over Ice Plant Road, Air- 
port Road and State Roads 441 and 
80. In addition to. the harvest 


trucks—55 footers hauling 20 tons’ 


of cane—this same network ` of 
roads will have to handle traffic 
from the vegetable fields and autos 
belonging to workers in the sugar 
industry. 

Belle Glad’ Chief Charles Good- 
lett told the commisgion that 
special lanes to handle the truck 
traffic will be set up through and 
around that community. 

Gommissioner Rardin summed up

University’s Museum - 


Tells Story Of Past 


Five panel displays and a dio- 
rama at the Florida State Museum 
in Gainesville portray in vivid 
form more than 8,000 years of the 
state's history. 

In its newly-modernized front 
hall, the Museum presents the 
story of man from his first ap- 
pearance in Florida, some 10,000 
years ago, up to about the time of 
Christ. ” 

The first display reveals man’s 


probable route as a big game hunt- | 


er across Alaska and the United 
States. The earliest projectile 
points known for Florida are ex- 
hibited and compared with those 
from other parts of the country. 
A diorama represents how masto- 
dons were killed by early Florid- 
ians. 

Exhibits also reveal the transi- 
tion from the spear to the bow and 
arrow. The same panel includes 
other tools of the period and a 
picture of the excavation of a site 
known to have been occupied be- 
tween 3000 and 1000 B. C. 

Another panel records the man- 
ufacture of the first clay vessels 


in the United States—which were | 


made about 2000 B. C. The variety 
in shapes and. decorations of clay 
vessels is illustrated. Of particular 
note are the first containers with 
flat bottoms and straight sides. 

A final panel tells the story of 
the great changes that took place 
in Florida between 500-B. C. and 
the birth of Christ—changes that 
were reflected in the new pottery, 


new tools, and greatly increased 
population. 
The institution, a unit. of the 


University of Florida, is consider- 
ed one of the leading museums of 
natural science and history in the 
Southeast. Its collections are ex- 
tensive and have been growing 
steadily since the Museum began 
40 years ago. Admission is

Insects Costing 
Many Billions 


GAINESVILLE—Hungry insects 
are eating holes in our agricultural 
economy. 

Insects cause agricultural losses 
of at least 4-billion dollars annual- 
ly in the U. S., estimates James 


Brogdon, entomologist with the 
Florida Agricultural Extension 
Service. 


“To combat these and other 
pests, pesticides are needed. Flor- 
ida uses large amounts of these 
chemicals to control pests on cit- 
rus, Vegetables and other crops and 
livestock. 

“Pesticides are valuable agri- 
cultural and home gardening aids, 
but. mishandled they can be dang- 
erous. To help eliminate this dang- 
er the Florida Agricultural , Ex- 
tension Service is sponsoring a 
series of eight one-day pesticide 
schools in different parts of the 
state this fall. The schools will 
emphasize the correct use of in- 
secticides and other agricultural 
chemicals," Browdon explains. 

The schools will show that pes- 
ticides can be used safely. Exten- 
sion agents and representatives of 
other educational agencies, indus- 
trial organizations and local store 
owners will be shown how to in- 
struct others in proper use of pes- 
ticides, according to Brogdon.
